A small army 
of workers unloosed floods of 
oratory up' and down the rural 
stretches of the two counties 
and waged their battle over 
some of the worst roads in the 
province under the most adverse 
conditions, the County of Guys- 
horough having only twenty-five 
miles of railroad. 

Th* candidate* to-day an William 
Duff, Liberal, .nd Nail It McArthur, 
K.C„ Conservative. 

In the campaiffn thrre was no out¬ 
standing insties between the two can¬ 
didates. Both made the report of tha 
Ihmran Commission on Maritime 
Bights the basin for their appeals and 
both endorsed the recommendations 
and promised to work for their ful¬ 
fillment. 

Mr. Duff appealed for votes from 
the favorable position of n member ol 
the party In power at Ottawa. 

Mr. McArthur offered himself an 
one who had spent his youth In tbo 
constituency as compared with a 
candidate from another place who 
had been defeated in bla own com- 
atUuency. 

MINISTERS SPOKE 

Three members of the Federal 
Government and several of the Pro¬ 
vincial Government took part In tha 
campaign, while scores of speaker* 
from both Houses were heard in sup¬ 
port of one or the other of the can¬ 
didates. 

The constituency, traditionally Lib¬ 
eral. returned a Conservative In tha 
last general election by a small ma¬ 
jority. the question of the correctness 
of the count being In debate at tha 
time of the death of the successful 
candidate.

Brussels, Jan. 18.—Ex- Km press 
Omrlotte, eighty-itlx-year-old widow 
of Emperor Maximilian of Mexico, 
was In a dying condition at 11 o'clock 
thla morning, the influensa from 
which she suffered for several days 
having developed Into pneumonia. 
The attending physicians, after con¬ 
sultation. announced death might 
intervene at any moment. 

Uhorlotte has hardly touched food 
for the last five days, and her decline 
Is manifesting itaelf more and more 
rapidly. Sh© has recognised those 
about her. hut Is unable to speak. 

King Albert of Belgium. Informed 
his aunt could nof live throughout 
the day, hurried to her bedside. 

At 3 o’clock thla afternoon Char¬ 
lotte was unconscious and her 
breathing was almost Indistinguish¬ 
able.

At a recent meeting a I Duncan, 
went on the speaker, a statement had 
been made to U>* effect that wages 
were lower in the lumbering Industry 
in the State of Washington. This 
was not borne out by statistics com- j 
piled by s recent commission er In¬ 
quiry there that showed that the 
wages In the Industry In British 
Columbia were eight per cent lower, 
and the salaries of officials 110 per 
cent higher, than those paid across 
the line. It also showed' that log¬ 
ging costa were five per cent lower 
In British ('olumbla. 

The I .a bur .member touched upon 
the Oriental question. He said that 
the only way In which to meet this 
problem successfully was to force the 
Oriental to raise his standard of liv¬ 
ing. Years ago this had been almost 
exclusively a Labor problem, and the

In pressing for a full investi¬ 
gation into party campaign 
funds, Harry Neelands, Labor 
Member for South Vancouver, 
declared in the Legislature yes¬ 
terday that the whole public life 
of British Columbia was in dan¬ 
ger of being corrupted through 
the character of the campaign 
contributions, which were re¬ 
vealed by the Customs Commis¬ 
sion’s work in Vancouver. Un¬ 
less there was a change, honest 
men would refrain fr6m enter¬ 
ing public life and the results 
would be disastrous to the coun¬ 
try, he warned. 

Hs dealt exhaustively with the de¬ 
fects that labor bad found In such 
acts ss the Minimum Wage Act, the 
Half-holiday Act. Workman’s Com¬ 
pensation Act. and similar legisla¬ 
tion. 

He suggested. In opening, that a 
limit of thirty minutes should be put 
<«n the length of speeches In.,, the 
Legislature, with the exception of 
those of the different reeognixed 
party leaders, and that a Hansard 
ahbuld he established. This, hs said, 
was necessary because of the habit 
some members had of denying state¬ 
ments that other member* alleged 
bad been made In the Ho use. 
CAMPAIGN FUNDS 

In referring to campaign funds. Mr. 
Norlands/ declared that mention had 
been made In the speeches of several 
members, who had preceded him, of 
contributions to party funds. He 
thought that the utmost attention and 
consideration should be given to the 
subject of the allegations mode In 
connection with these. 

"It has born said that large cam¬ 
paign funds are necessary.” he went 
on. **I admit that some expenditures 
are necessary and must be met. but 1 
oan’t conceive bow large corporations 
make contributions to both sides. I 
can understand a person or even the 
management of a corporation, which 
is Interested In the success of one 
particular party, wishing to assist 
that party, but when contributions 
are made to both sides, then there 1s 
something other than the Interest In 
the su cce s s of but one party be¬ 
cause of Its principles. It rather 
suggests that, as one or the other of 
the parties will be elected to power, 
it will have no Influence, no matter 
what the result of the contest may

cause the wages It pays are very 
often fixed by tribunals established 
jnder Federal legislation, and If the 
company is disinclined to pay these 
wages because it thinks they are 
higher than the cost of llvmg war¬ 
rants or higher than It can really 
afford to pay In view of Its revenues, 
then It faces a condliton in which 
Ihe public of Canada become im¬ 
mediately Involved, namely, the pos¬ 
sibility of strikes and trade disloca¬ 
tion. public inconvenience and pos¬ 
sible hardship, and I can assure you. 
gentlemen, that no railway executive 
would view that prospect with pleas¬ 
ure. and would take every reasonable 
means within his power to avoid it. 
You may. as business men. however,

Torpnto, Jan. 18.—In an address to the Board of Trade Club 
here last night E. W. Beatty, chairman and president of the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway, discussed the railway situation in this coun¬ 
try. Ho pointed out that ever since Confederation Canada had 
leaned verv heavily on its agencies of transportation, and that 
every period of Canadian history had had its railway problems. 
The history of the roads and the part they had played in the coun¬ 
try’s development was not always known to the younger genera¬ 
tion, who were thus only partly informed as to events which led up 
to present ponditions. The grave necessity of Canada s business 
men appreciating their railways and the necessity for the latter 
to continue performing their import¬ 
ant public services healthily and suc¬ 
cessfully was the reason, he said, that 
he dealt with the subject so fully. 

HISTORY OF ROAD8 
;Mr. BegUy briefly reviewed the his¬ 
tory of £aviadlan railroads since the 
jCanadlan Pacific was started as one 
of the conditions under which Con¬ 
federation was agreed to. After con¬ 
struction by the Government had 
been tried and had fa tied, thw com¬ 
pany was offered and accepted what 
In those days appeared to be substan¬ 
tial assistance from the state, but 
which amounts appear very moder¬ 
ate when compared with those since 
granted or spent In aid of subsequent 
enterprises. 

The speaker then outlined the per¬ 
iod during which extensive railway 
building had gone forward, such os 
was now known to have been con¬ 
ceived and executed Wmg In advance 
of national or commercial necessity. 

The placing of the railroads under 
Government operation had l>een ex¬ 
plained und Justified by the bogey of 
the Canadian Pacific, the people be¬ 
ing told that that company was 
anxious to acquire the bankrupt pro¬ 
perties and had actually made a bid 
for them. The Canadian Pacific was 
not anxious to acquire them and h&d 
made no offer for them. With the 
pro|H>sal that the Government should 
acquire the Grand Trunk system, the 
acquiescence of I*arliam*nt was 
Urged partly on the ground that 11 
would otherwise "be gobbled up by 
the Canadian Pacific Hallway.** 

“T "While 1 could Imagine several 
worse fates for It than that." wild Mr. 

Beatty, "there were several reasons 
why such amalgamation could not be 
•flfected. In any case the acquisition 
of the Grand Trunk or any portion of 
it had never been suggested to the 
Canadian Ihxciflc or by ihe Canadian 
Pacific and had never been considered 
or contemplated In any way or by 
any means, direct or indirect. - 
NEW COMPETITION 

The speaker pointed out that In the 
short space of ten years the rullway 
map of Canada had been considerably 
changed, leaving only two large sys¬ 
tems, one govemmentally and the 
other privately owned and operated. 

This had brought about n»*w forms 
of competition and had also Inter¬ 
jected to a greater extent political 
considerations as a part of business 
administration. You will appreciate, 
because many of you have a very In¬ 
timate interest In the affairs of the 
country, jhe difficulties Involved In 
this form of competition. 

‘The things upon which the pro¬ 
gress of this country had heretofore 
depended are those upon which our 
future prosperity will likewise de¬ 
pend." said Mr. Beatty. 

*’I believe that private Initiative 
and the efforts of corporations, groups 
of men and individuals will make for 
Canadu's commercial prosperity and 
economic stability. When you turn 
your minds to the railway problem do 
not lose sight of these circumstances.

Mr. Beatty stressed the importance 
of fair freight rate schedules to the 
future successful operation of the 
country's railroad*,, and deprecated 
the granting of rate concessions on 
grounds of national or local Interest. 

•There is only ons problem res¬ 
pecting rates," he sold, 'and that Is 
the! rreasonableness and their free¬ 
dom from what the statute calls ‘un¬ 
just discrimination.' and these funda¬ 
mentals do not change with the char¬ 
acter of the ownership of the two 
principal Canadian companies. It fear 
been said that the people of this 
country have It In their own hands 
to deckle whether they will pay ade¬ 
quate rates to their railways or whe¬ 
ther they will compel non-paying 
rates and make up the difference by 
taxation. There might be some Jus¬ 
tification for this attitude If all the 
companies were nationalised and if it 
became a part of the national policy 
that s portion of transportation costs 
should be borne by the taxpayers in¬ 
stead of more directly by the ship¬ 
pers and travelera It has no rjnsoji- 
able ground for support when It is 
considered that forty-five per cent 
ofithe railway mileage of this country 
Is not nationalised, hut represents 
hundreds of millions of dollars of 
honest capital honestly Invested by 
Canadian. British and American gen¬ 
tlemen who belleys in ths future of 
his country and in the fairness of the 
attitude of Its governments and the 
people towards Invested wealth.. 

"There Is no sounder or safer prin¬ 
ciple upon which we can proceed 
than those laid down in the letter and 
spirit of the Railway Act. which 
stipulates for reasonable rate* and

would thus give the assurances of 
capital support which are essential if 
these properties are to continue to 
perform satisfactorily their very Im¬ 
portant duties.

NO RAILWAY MONOPOLY 

Mr. Beatty- then reiterated that he 
did not believe in a railway monopoly 
for this country.
